Peanut Crop Promises 
20 Bushels Per Acre 


Peanuts planted in Alabama this 
year promise a yield of 20 bushels 
per acre, says I’. W. Gist, statisti- 
cian for the Department of Agvi- 
culture, in his August crop report. 

“Condition of peanuts on An- 
gust 1 was 75 per cent of normal,” 
he said, “In recent years about 
80 per cent of the solid acreage 
has been harvested for nuts. If 
this practice prevails this year the 
harvested acreage will be about | 
288,000, and the total production 
around 5,760,000 bushels, compar- 
ed with 5,804,000 last year and 
5,720,000 in 1929. 

“The price of peanuts is_ still 
low, and it may be more profitable 
to feed much of the crop to hogs 
instead of forcing a slow market 
with a heavy production,” |
